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Carter Proposes Aid Cuts

Two 
Columbus men have 
been 
charged with grand theft by Pickaway 
County Sheriff’s Deputies, and the 
merchandise they allegedly took has 
been recovered from their homes. 
Robert Lee Sprankle, 26, has been 
charged with aggravated burglary and 
grand theft, and Darrell Lee Stevens, 
32, was charged with two counts of 
aggravated burglary and two counts of 
grand theft. 
In M unicipal Court, Judge O. 
Charles Hosterman set preliminary 
hearings for IO a.m. March I. Stevens 
is being held on $40,000 bond, while 
Sprankle is held under $15,000 bond. 
The efficient work of local deputies 
led to the arrest of the men, according 
to Sheriff Dwight Radcliff. 
Deputy Tim Hasselbring stopped at 
the Westfall High School about 9:40 
p.m. Thursday to check on a parked 
car. He recorded the identifications of 
Sprankle and Stevens, and copied the 
license number and description of 
their vehicle. 
When Mrs. Jack Morgan returned to 
her 9040 Route 56 West home at 10:10 
p.m ., she discovered th at th ree 
weapons had been taken from a gun 
cabinet in the front room. 
About ll p.m., Detective Donald 
Thompson asked the Franklin County 
S h eriff’s 
D epartm ent 
to 
w atch 
Sprankle’s Harrisburg Pike mobile 
home. A short time later, the Franklin 


County officers followed Sprankle and 
Stevens from the home and stopped 
them on Route 62 north of Grove City. 
While D etective Thompson and 
Deputy Hasselbring were questioning 
the men, Deputy R. L. Phillips and 
Deputy J. Phillip Brown were in­ 
vestigating the break-in and theft of 
items from the Dennis J. Morris home, 
14389 Route 56 West. 
The deputies apparently found boot 
tracks in the yard of the Morris home 
which matched those worn by one of 
the men. 
As the investigation continued, 
weapons taken from the Morgan home 
were found in Stevens’ house, and 
merchandise taken from the Morris 
home were found at Sprankle’s trailer. 
Weapons taken from the Morgan 
home included a Marlin .35 caliber 
rifle with scope, a Marlin-Glenfield .22

Solons Start Annual 
Daylight Time Fiddling 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Daylight 
Saving Time doesn’t start until late 
April this year, 
but Congress is 
already trying to fiddle around with it 
again. 
Six bills have been introduced in the 
House to alter the current system of 
six months of Daylight Saving Time. 
One would make it a permanent, year- 
round fixture, another would cut it to 
three months. 


Benjamin Franklin is credited with 
first proposing Daylight Saving Time 
190 years ago to save candles. It first 
started in this century to save energy 
during wartime. 
Daylight time starts on April 24 and 
runs until Oct. 30 this year. 
The extra hour of daylight in the 
evening — stolen from the early 
morning hours — has made Daylight 
Saving Time popular with many, but 
not with farm ers who must wait an 
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extra hour to begin their chores. 
One bill being offered to Congress 
this year would start Daylight Saving 
Time on the last Sunday in February 
and extend it to the first Sunday after 
the first Monday in November. Its 
sponsor, Rep. Gerry E. Studds, D- 
Mass., says it would make Halloween, 
Oct. 31, safer for children trick or 
treating. 
An aide to Studds pointed out it also 
would retain daylight tim e past 
election day — the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday of November — and 
might encourage people to vote in the 
evening. 
In 1973, because of the Arab oil 
embargo, emergency legislation put 
daylight saving on a year-round basis 
to save energy. The system lasted 
through the last Sunday in October 
1974. 
Efforts to shorten or abolish daylight 
time are made periodically. 
Rep. John J. Flynt Jr., D-Ga., wants 
to reduce daylight time to less than 5 
months — from the last Sunday of 
April through I.abor Day, the first 
Monday in September. 
Rep. Keith G. Sebelius, R-Kan., 
proposes to have Daylight Saving 
Time start on Memorial Day and end 
on Labor Day, a three-month period. 
Rep. 
Carlos Moorhead, 
R-Calif., 
wants eight months of daylight time, 
from the last Sunday in February to 
the last Sunday in October. 
Two Democrats, Reps. Jerry M. 
Patterson and Mark W. Hannaford, 
want to m ake daylight saving per­ 
manent. 
They are from southern 
California, where the extra daylight 
would benefit the recreation industry. 
All six bills have been sent to the 
House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, but no hearings 
have been held yet. No daylight saving 
bills are pending in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Carter 
administration, in an action designed 
to dram atize its com m itm ent to 
human rights, is recommending cuts 
in foreign military aid to Argentina, 
Uruguay and Ethiopia because of 
concern that those nations are abusing 
their citizens’ rights. 


The treatm ent of political prisoners 
is an issue in all three countries, whose 
governments are military-dominated. 


The cuts, revealed by Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance on Thursday, 
involve millions of dollars, but only 
Uruguay would be completely cut off 
from U.S. military aid. 
At the same tim e, Vance told a 
Senate appropriations subcommittee 
that the administration has decided 
not to cut aid to South Korea, despite 
“deep concern” over the treatm ent of 
dissidents there. 
"We believe it would be a mistake to 
cut the required economic assistance, 
despite the fact that we have a deep 
concern regarding the human rights 
situation” in South Korea, Vance 
testified. 
“ We must balance a political con­ 
cern 
for hum an 
rights against 
economic or security goals,” said 
Vance. 
He said human rights problems in 
foreign 
countries 
would 
not 
automatically result in aid cuts.

80 City 
Workers 
Join Union 


Robert Todd, staff representative of 
Council 53, American Federation of 
S tate, 
County 
and 
M unicipal 
Employes, AFIvCIO, announced today 
that 80 of 83 employes of the city of 
Circleville have indicated a desire to 
join the union. 
Todd told The Herald today he has 
received the signed authorization 
cards from these 80 employes. He said 
the union will represent the employes 
in contract negotiations with the city. 
“We don’t anticipate things like 
strikes because th a t’s just not our 
bag,” Todd said. “ Nobody wins a 
strike. We hope to be able to sit down 
with city officials and negotiate.” 
According to 
the 
union 
staff 
representative, one of the first steps 
will be to consult a legal council to 
answer three m ajor areas of concern 
of city employes. He outlined these 
concerns as: 
1. Mayor Frank Barnhill has a 
position in Cleveland and spends only 
one day a week in Circleville. 
2. City Councilman Dixie Watters 
was illegally appointed to the fourth 
ward seat for which he did not seek re­ 
election. 
3. The city auditor is illegally paying 
insurance for parttim e workers. 
Todd said the employes of the city 
are concerned that council has in­ 
creased the city income tax by one half 
a per cent but has not stated where the 
money will go. 
“We take our membership very 
seriously and feel it is our duty to get 
answers to their concerns,” Todd said. 
Although the local reportedly had an 
election of officers Thursday, a 
spokesman requested names of of­ 
ficers not be released since they were 
not sure all will accept.

While President Carter and the State 
Department have spoken out on behalf 
of Soviet dissidents recently, the cuts 
in aid were the new adm inistration's 
first concrete action on the human 
rights issue. 
Carter said Wednesday at a news 
conference, “ I have never had an 
inclination to single out the Soviet 
Union as the only place where human 
rights are being abridged.” 
The President mentioned his con­ 
cern about political prisoners in South 
K orea, Cuba and several South 


American countries, as well as the 
“horrible m urders” in Uganda. 
Vance told the subcommittee that 
the new administration did not plan to 
m ake w holesale changes in the 
preliminary foreign aid plans laid out 
for fiscal 1978 by the Ford ad­ 
ministration before it left office. 
“We want to reassure our friends 
and allies of the constancy of our in­ 
terest in their security,” the secretary 
testified. 
The aid request for Argentina has 
been cut to $15 million in arm s sales 
credits, compared to $48.4 million last 
year. But officials said not all of the cut 


was because of concern over human 
rights. 
Congress cut off military aid to 
Uruguay for fiscal 1977 last August, 
but the 
Ford administration 
had 
proposed providing some aid. The 
Carter administration is seeking no 
new military aid for Uruguay. 
Ethiopia, which got $6 million in 
military grant assistance last year, 
would get none under the new ad­ 
ministration’s plans. 
But Ethiopia 
would continue to get arm s sales 
c redits of $10 million and economic 
development assistance of $13.9 mil­ 
lion, up from $12 million.

Integration 
Problem: 
Few Whites 


LOS ANGEIJ5S (AP) - Officials of 
the nation’s second largest public 
school district have a problem : 
minority children form the majority. 
There aren’t enough white pupils to 
spread around to comply with a court- 
ordered school integration plan. 
Iratest figures show the Ins Angeles 
Unified School District, with 600,000 
students, has 38 per cent Spanish- 
surnamed students, 23 per cent black, 
5 per cent Asian and 33 per cent white. 
The percentage of blacks and Asians 
has remained about constant over the 
past IO years, but Spanish surnames 
have jumped from 19 per cent in 1967 
while whites have dropped from 55 per 
cent. Only two years ago it was 40 per 
cent white and 30 per cent Spanish- 
surnamed. 
Thousands of students in heavy 
minority areas will not be able to take 
part rn the school district’s proposed 
integration plan because there aren’t 
enough whites to go around, officials 
say. 
A district spokesman noted that 
“whites will be spread pretty thin” in 
the program because some schools are 
allowed to be 75 per cent white when 
the district is just 33 per cent white. 
At a public hearing Thursday, the 
$30 million plan was attacked as both 
too little integration and too much in­ 
tegration. Only one of 25 speakers 
favored the proposal.

But bankers commented Thursday, 
after Chemical Bank and three former 
officers were indicted by a federal 
grand jury, that the law has done more 
to tidy up record keeping than to catch 
criminals. 


The indictment, which said that 500 
transactions Chemical failed to report 
between 1974 and 1975 involved an 
undetermined amount of narcotics 
money, was said to be the first since 
the secrecy act took effect in 1972. 
The indictm ent said the bank 
“provided 
bills of 
large 
denomi­ 
nations, in amounts ranging from 
$10,000 to $250,000, in exchange for bills 
of small denominations” for convicted 
narcotics dealer Frank Lucas, 43, and 
Anthony D’Ambrosio, 32, a bail- 
jumping fugitive on a drug and tax 
evasion indictment. 
Spokesmen for Chemical, 
which 
faces up to $500,000 rn fines if con­ 
victed, said the officers named in the 
indictment were fired in 1975 and 
added the bank “did not knowingly or 
willfully fail to comply with the Bank 
Secrecy Act.” 
The object of the act is to detect 
laundering — the trading of large bills 
for small bills or vice versa to prevent 
tracing the original money. It requires 
banks to inform the Treasury when 
customers make cash transactions 
over $10,000 or when they transfer 
more than $5,000 to a foreign bank ac­ 
count, and to keep records of the 
billions of checks cashed each year. 
“ The very process of specific 
identification of depositors and record­ 
keeping may act as a deterrent to this 
type of illegal activity,” said Emanuel 
Miller, a Bankers Trust Co. vice presi­ 
dent who has written and lectured on 
the secrecy law, “but one of the real 
benefits for the banks has been the 
development of efficient 
customer 
records.” 
D’Ambrosio jumped bail on an in­ 
dictment accusing him of failing to 
report more than $600,000 in heroin 
income and failing to file federal tax 
returns for 1973-74. 
Lucas, 43, is serving a 40-year 
federal prison term on a conviction 
involving IOO pounds of heroin.

'Shadow Cabinet' Set 
By Conservatives 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The already 
weakened Republican party is facing 
an organized rival, a conservative 
coalition determined to take over the 
role of spokesman for the out-of-power 
party. 


But despite the formation of a 
“shadow cabinet” by conservatives 
usually counted as staunch 
GOP 
supporters, the traditional Republican 
party hierarchy is exhibiting little con­ 
cern. 


“ It’s a free country,” shrugged GOP 
chairman Bill Brock after ti iv' con­ 
servatives unveiled their “shadow 
cabinet” Thursday to criticize and 
offer alternatives to Carter adminis­ 
tration policies. 


“ Everyone has the right to criticize 
the President and the Democratic 
Congress if he or she wants to. I have 
no objection to that,” said Brock. “ The 
Republican party will continue to offer 
constructive, responsible programs to 
solve the problems of the people of this 
country.”

is 
dom inated 
by 
Re­ 
publicans, although it includes some 
Democrats. Each “cabinet" member 
will concentrate on his counterpart’s 
actions in the real Cabinet.

the group will hold news conferences, 
issue position papers and even try to 
make televised responses to C arter’s 
State of the Union messages. 


"We anticipate the involvement of 
the citizens cabinet in foreign affairs 
and we think that we’ll send delega­ 
tions abroad to meet with foreign 
leaders and with members of the 
opposition parties in other countries,” 
he said. 


M eldrim 
Thomson, a Republican who is the 
shadow secretary of state, said he 
plans to lead a delegation to Panama 
to express conservative concern over 
the Panam a Canal negotiations.

Mysterious pounding noises loud 
enough to be heard several doors away 
reverberate through the Charles 
Hunsinger house. 
Glass tinkles but no breakage can be 
found. Fresh footprints are spotted 
outside although no strangers are seen 
about the house. 
Could it be the work of poltergeists, 
those disembodied spirts prone to

The Hunsingers are skeptical, but 
Franklin County sheriff’s deputies are 
beginning to wonder. 
“ I don’t know what to think,” 
sheriff’s Sgt. Sonny Yinger said. ‘‘I ’ve 
never believed in the supernatural, but 
at this point I don’t know what to be­ 
lieve.” 
Mrs. Hunsinger, who said the 
poundings began on Jan. 31, believes 
people are causing the disturbance. 
Yinger says the noise sounds like 
someone pounding on the wall with a 
fist.

‘‘I think it’s some dumb nut,” Mrs.

HONOLULU (A P) — The leaking oil 
tanker Hawaiian Patriot exploded, 
burned and sank about 320 miles west 
of Honolulu, the Coast Guard said. 
“ It was unbelievable,” said a wit­ 
ness Thursday. “ The flames shot up 
about 500 feet. I’ve never seen a ship 
that big become engulfed like that.” 
One crewman was killed and 38 
others were rescued by a nearby 
merchant ship, the Coast Guard said. 
The 12-year-old, Liberian-registered 
tanker was carrying about 28 million 
gallons of crude oil from Indonesia to 
Hawaii and reported leaking about five 
million gallons from a hole in its hull 
prior to the explosion Thursday. 
The Japanese-built, 847-foot vessel 
had been drifting away from the 
Hawaiian Islands after its hull cracked 
on Wednesday, the Coast Guard said.

Any veteran desiring further 
information on any question presented 
in this column, or having any question 
concerning the Benefits of Veterans 
Administration should contact the 
Veterans Service Officer, at 219 S. 
Court St. 


(Q) I know there is no longer any 
draft, but does a young man still have 
to register when he turns 18 years old? 


(A) No. If, or until, the law is 
changed, there is no registration. 


(Q) I think I may be entitled to a VA 
Pension. How do I go about getting it? 


(A) You must be totally and per­ 
manently disabled from a non-service 
connected disability, and meet certain 
income limitations. NOTE: a veteran 
age 65 or over is presumed to be totally 
and permanently disabled for pension 
purposes. Pension is a war time 
benefit 
and 
is 
payable 
only 
to 
honorably discharged war veterans. 
Stop by the local veterans service 
office, and they can assist you in 
completing the necessary form, and 
gathering the requirements the VA 
will need. 
(Q) I am 79 years old, and I have 
been told a new law passed that could 
entitle me to some additional benefits. 
I am receiving a VA Pension. 
(A) Due to recent legislation any 
veteran over 78 years of age who is 
presently drawing a VA Pension check 
will be entitled to a 25 per cent increase 
in his check automatically without 
refiling to the VA for these additional 
benefits. Therefore, the VA should 
have automatically increased you. If 
you aren’t aware that they have done 
so, or have any questions on this new 
benefit, please contact your local 
veterans service officer. It is his job to 
help you with any and all VA matters, 
or even just answering your questions, 
to explain something to you. He will be 
most glad to assist you. 
(Q) My grandfather is living with us, 
and he receives a VA Pension. 
Unfortunely he has become almost 
totally unable to care for himself at all. 
Is there any additional benefit that he 
might be entitled to? 
(A) For veterans who are so helpless 
or blind as to require the regular “aid 
and attendance” of another person, an 
additional pension is payable in the 
amount of $155 monthly. Note: A 
veteran who is a patient in a public or 
private nursing home is presumed to 
be in need of aid and attendance and 
qualifies for this additional benefit. An 
additional pension is payable in the 
amount of $74 monthly to veterans who 
are considered “housebound” but who 
are not eligible for the “aid and at­ 
tendance” allowance. Contact your 
local veterans service officer if you 
think he may qualify for either of these 
benefits. He can assist you in filing the 
claim. 
(Q) I have been out of the Army for 
about six years now, but I have been 
having trouble with my shoulder 
lately. It has hardly bothered me 
before. I hurt it originally while I was 
in the service, and I was treated at a 
base hospital. Is it too late to file some 
sort of claim? What do I have to do to 
open a claim for Compensation? 
(A) If this shoulder has been 
bothering you, and it is definitely a 
service connected injury, it could be a 
good idea to stop by the local veterans 
service office, and discuss the matter 
with him. You may very definitely 
have a claim to open.

NEW YORK (AP) - “ We’re trying 
to find out why we lost our customers,” 
said Stan West, vice president for 
research at the New York Stock 
Exchange. The customers have indeed 
gone, 5.5 million or more since 1970. 
If the exchange is to get them back, 
for itself and the corporations who list 
their shares with it, a market research 
program must be undertaken. And 
that is what the exchange is doing, 
through 2,500 personal interviews. 
“ Most companies do this pretty 
regularly,” said West, “But for the 
past half-dozen years we have been 
preoccupied with a number of very, 
very important problems.” Now, he 
said, 
“We are more like 
other 
businesses.” 
Til at is, the exchange is determined 
through a major survey — the first 
survey of investor attitudes since 1959 
to find its market and then deter­ 
mine how to serve it. “ it will guide 
programs for years to come,” said 
West. 
The survey also signals a change in 
style, from the almost total concern 
with 
regulatory 
problem s 
that 
characterized the regime of James 
Needham, to that of William Batten, a 


marketing man and chairman since 
May. 
“Our objective, very simply,” said 
Batten, “is to learn why people in 1977 
choose to spend their discretionary 
income in one way or another and, 
using that information, develop ef­ 
fective programs...”

Leaded, 
it bulges. The constant motion, called 
“hogging,” weakens the structure. 
Coast Guard planes and cutters will 
have to monitor every tanker inbound 
and outbound. A couple of years ago, I 
met a Coast Guard admiral at a 
Minneapolis party. I had a suggestion 
which might simplify the work. 
Why not place automatic cameras in 
the noses of the patrol aircraft? They 
could snap shots of the stem of each 
ship coming into American waters. 
The camera could automatically note 
the name, home port, flag, latitude and 
longitude, course and speed. It was 
done by Navy patrol planes out of 
Bermuda in World War II. 
Thus, if a spill occurs - even a 
pumping of oil bilges - it would be easy 
to consult a chart and pinpoint the 
offending vessel. The admiral grinned.

Justices 
Back EPA 
W a te r Rules 


WASHINGTON

The 
Environmental Protection Agency has 
broad national powers to force new 
and old manufacturing plants alike to 
meet water pollution standards, the 
Supreme Court says. 
In a unanimous ruling on Wednesday 
that presented the agency and en­ 
vironmentalists with a victory, the 
court rejected claim s by eight 
chemical companies that EPA could 
only issue guidelines for states to 
follow. 


The opinion written by Justice John 
Paul Stevens said upholding the 
company claims “would place an 
impossible burden on the EPA” by 
requiring individual consideration for 
more than 42,000 plants dumping into 
the nation’s navigable waterways. 


Actuig EPA Administrator John R. 
Quarles Jr. welcomed the ruling as a 
victory that would strengthen the 
agency’s hand in its drive to eliminate 
water pollution. 
“This decision ensures that in­ 
dustries within hundreds of industrial 
categories will be subject to uniform 
national water discharge limitations,” 
he said. 


Tile court’s ruling came on a test of a 
1972 w ater pollution control law 
allowing EPA to set limits covering 
many factories within particular in­ 
dustry categories. Under the law, the 
agency set guidelines designed to 
elim inate w ater pollution in the 
country in three steps ending by 1985.

The ruling, which upholds a decision 
by the Hamilton County Court of 
Appeals, will make it more difficult for 
police to get search warrants. 
The case arises out of the narcotics 
conviction of Cincinnatian Larry Gill. 
In May, 1974 Cincinnati police got a 
search warrant and found narcotics in 
Gill’s apartm ent. The evidence 
resulted in his conviction on charges of 
possession and possession for sale of 
narcotics. 
The search warrant was granted 
police who claimed reasonable cause 
to believe drugs were in the apartment 
and that the belief was supported by 
information from a “confidential and 
reliable inform ant,” court reords 
show. 
Gill unsuccessfully tried to have the 
Hamilton County Common Pleas Court 
suppress the evidence taken in the 
search on the grounds that the warrant 
was issued without “probable cause.” 
Gill appealed the common pleas 
court refusal and won a reversal in 
the appellate court. 
Hamilton County Prosecutor Simon 
L. Leis Jr. asked the high court to 
review the decision, arguing that the 
police oath claiming the informant was 
reliable is sufficient to establish the 
informant’s credibility.

CBS Now Welcome In Mexico 


LOS A N G ELES (A P) - When Olivia 
Newton-John hit the country music 
scene, she caused quite a furor among 
Nashville traditionalists. The hairdo 
wasn't beehive, the twang wasn't 
middle Tennessee, rather Australian, 
and what kind of a name was Newton- 
John in a world of Billie-Sues0 


Besides, went the grumbling along 
Music City Row, there was the lady’s 
music — it was nice, even, catchy. But 
doggone it, was it country? 


It was, indeed. 
“ l/et Me Be There,” Miss Newton- 
John's first foray into the country and 
western world, was an instant success. 
It topped the country charts for weeks 
and gave Olivia the 1973 Grammy 
award for the best female country 
singer of the year. 
Nashville was incensed. This young 
woman from Australia — Australia! — 
couldn’t ‘‘drawl with a mouthful of 
biscuits,” moaned the Nashville 
Tennessean. 
Now, three 
years,

more 
^Grammies and several television 
specials later, Miss Newton-John 
laughs when reminded of the early 
rebuffs directed her way from those 
protectors of the country music status 
quo. 
‘‘Even though there was a lot of 
resistance from the old school of 
country — the twangers and all — I 
think I ’ve done them a favor,” she 
says, eating lunch in the Beverly Hills 
Hotel, one full world away from the 
Grand OI’ Opry House. 
“ My music’s opened the doors for a 


lot of people who’ve never listened to 
country before. ... They’re now 
listening to standard-type country 
singers." 
Pretty highfalutin' stuff for a young 
woman who, upon being told she had a 
country hit on her hands, had to be told 
what country music was. 
‘‘‘Iiet Me Be There’ did nothing in 
England, did nothing in pop,” she 
recalls. ‘‘We came out here and my 
producers said they were re-releasing 
it country — and I didn’t even know 
what they were talking about. 
“The publisher rang me up about 
three weeks later and said, ‘listen, 
this is going to be a country hit’ and I 
didn’t know what that meant.” 
It was during an appearance on the

M EXICO CITY (A P ) - Mexico’s 
new director of tourism says you can 
bring your Citizens Band radio along if 
you plan a driving vacation in Mexico. 
He says the “ Green Angel” trucks that 
help tourists are being equipped with 
CBs so you might even have someone 
to talk with. 
When the CB radio craze blossomed 
in the United States, Mexican com­ 
munications officials were caught by 
surprise and had no provision for 
allowing American mobile units to 
operate south of the border. The 
license issued by the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission is not valid 
in Mexico, and CBers were warned not 
to bring their units on vacation. 
Guillermo Rossell de la 
Lama, 
Mexico’s new minister of tourism, told 
the American Chamber of Commerce 
in Mexico City recently that rules were 
being changed because “the tourist is 
the guest.” 
Control of Citizens Band radios on 
the Mexican side of the border had 
been spotty. Some vacationers said 
customs agents confiscated their units 
and would not return them. Others said 
agents would put a seal on the unit 
when they entered Mexico, and if the 
seal was broken when they passed the 
last Mexican checkpoint returning to 
the United States, the unit would be 
confiscated. 
Other tourists simply unscrewed 
their antennas and tem porarily 


stashed the transceiver in the trunk. 
Well into Mexico, they would re-install 
their radios only to discover they now 
spoke Spanish. 
There is no accurate estimate of how 
many CBers there are in Mexico but 
their numbers are growing rapidly. 
The communications ministry last 
November started licensing Mexican 
CBers but was so snowed by the paper 
work it decided to let the application 
serve as a license until it could catch 
up. 
Mexicans got their CB slang from 
the United Slates, but have added a 
few refinements of their own. They 
used the IO code, in Spanish, and tend 
to be more polite on their air than their 
counterparts to the north. 
Channel ll is the “ locating channel” 
which everyone monitors. Once you 
get a “ comprendido” or answer to 
your break, you’ll be asked to switch to 
another channel for conversation. 
Channel 9 is the emergency channel 
in Mexico just as it is north of the 
border. 
If you hear someone answer “ a ver 
si eire,” that means bring it back. It is 
a bit of slang that translates literally 
as “that’s an R ” for the first letter 
from the word “ Roger” and from the 
refrain 
of 
an 
old 
Mexican 
revolutionary song. 
The “ Green Angel” trucks cruise 
major Mexican highways with spare 
parts, extra gasoline and tools to help 
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stranded or lost motorists. They have 
had communication between them­ 
selves, but until now have not been 
equipped with CB radios. Normally 
one of the two men in the truck speaks 
English. 
Once into Mexico, all you have to do 
is switch to channel ll, say, “ Break on- 
see. Does anyone speak English?” You 
are likely to find someone who does. 
Seek Federal 
Aid For Ohio

James A. Rhodes last 
week asked that Federal Disaster 
Assistance Administration declare the 
entire state eligible for full federal aid 
under the Disaster Relief Act of 1974. 
He estimated that damages to the state 
from weather could run as high as $1.2 
billion.

Anna Monahan’s 50-year-old claim of 
being the Grand Duchess Anastasia of 
Russia, youngest daughter of Czar

Furtmayr, one of West 
Germany’s 
best-known 
forensic 
identity experts, says he has positively 
identifed Mrs. Monahan, 75, as the 
grand duchess by comparing a picture 
of her right ear with a picture of the 
right ear of Anastasia. 
Furtmayr said he found 17 identical 
anatomical points and tissue for­ 
mations between the two right ears. A 
dozen such points are normally ac­ 
cepted by West German courts to es­ 
tablish a person’s identity.

Carbon Tet 
A gain Flows 
Down River 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - Ohio 
River communities took steps today to 
protect their drinking water supplies 
from another carbon tetrachloride 
spill in West Virginia. 


Rep. William Gradison, R-Ohio, was 
to arrive here today. He wants federal 
officials to invoke emergency powers 
that could close the FMC Corp. plant, 
which has admitted responsibility for 
the latest spill.- 
Although 
the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 
office 
in 
Philadelphia said the spill was 
probably too small to be a health 
hazard, some city officials indicated 
they would take no chances. 
“I’m not taking anyone’s word for it 
this tim e,” said Cincinnati City 
Manager William Donaldson after 
ordering the city waterworks to make 
tests at its intakes and at Portsmouth. 
“We ought to proceed with caution. 
The last time what we found is that we 
can’t rely on other people.” 
About three tons of the highly toxic 
substance spilled into the Kanawha 
River, a tributary of the Ohio, at the 
FMC Corp.’s plant at South Charleston 
late Wednesday. The spill was due to a 
leaking tank and malfunctioning 
pump, company officials said. 
It occurred in the same area where 
an estimated 70 tons of carbon 
tetrachloride 
occurred 
earlier, 
triggering panic among many Ohio 
Valley communities when it was first 
confirmed last week. The exact source 
of that spill has not been pinpointed. 
At Ironton, Ohio, water filtration 
plant manger Bill McGloane said his 
city would draw a two-day supply of 
water and then close its intakes until 
the threat passed. , 


Christian Keynote: Another Chance 


NEW YORK (AP) - A puzzled 
patient asked his psychiatrist, “If 
there is no such thing as guilt, then 
why do I feel so miserable?” 
In the Judeo-Christian view, human 
beings chronically fall short of their 
best potentialities, and to honestly deal 
with the fact, should admit it, regret it, 
ask amends and seek to do better. 
That’s the keynote of Christianity — 
always another chance. 
It’s also what Lent is about, a 40-day 
season of penitence, meditation and 
sensitizing of conscience which began 
Wednesday — called “Ash Wed­ 
nesday.” 
“Remember man, that thou art dust, 
and to dust thou shalt return,” the 
minister says as he imposes ashes in 
the sign of a cross on the foreheads of 
worshippers in Roman Catholic, 
Episcopal and some Lutheran chur­ 
ches. 
It symbolizes that human beings are 
sinners, that they do foul up to varying 
degrees, that they are guilty, that they 
need to acknowledge it and be sorry for 
it to accept a loving God’s forgiveness 
for it. 


This is a continually restorative 
process of Christianity, but it gets 
extra emphasis during Lent, the period 
leading to Easter, and it calls for 
special disciplines for reconditioning 
the psyche. 


“We ail 
need times 
of quiet, 
penitence 
and 
reflection 
as 
a 
restorative from the distinctions of the 
world,” says the Rev. Frederick Rapp 
of St. Stepehen’s church, 
Port 
Washington, N.Y. “It answers deep 
needs of the human spirit.” 


But 
he 
emphasizes 
that 
the 
traditional practices of Lent, such as 
the imposition of ashes, meditation 
and fasting, are not the objective 
themselves, but only the means to it. 
“People often confuse the means 
with the ends,” he says. “Discipline is 
never an end in itself.” Noting, for 
example, that an athlete trains for a 
race or game, not for the training it­ 
self, the Rev. Mr. Rapp adds: 
“So it is with spiritual discipline — to 
bring our lives closer to God and make 
us more aware of his care and in­ 
fluence in human life.” 


It’s a habit Jesus followed. From the 
New Testament accounts, he wasn't an 
ascetic and he enjoyed celebrations 
and feasts, but he often quit the crowds 
and went off alone to meditate and 
keep himself tuned to God. 


Lent itself commemorates the 40 
days he spent in the wilderness in self­ 
searching and decision before he 
began his ministry. 
Although various types of meditation 
have become a vogue in this country, 
often of the lately imported Eastern 
varieties, such as yoga or Tran­ 
scendental Meditation, the practice 
always has been a standard feature of 
Christianity. 
Jesus offered considerable guidance 
about it, such as warning against 
making a big display of it to court 
attention, or being dismal-faced and 
morose about it. 


In 1831, the Ohio Legislature 
authorized the erection of toll gates at 
20-mile intervals along the National

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Columbia's Gas Supply Questioned 


The Circleville Herald, Friday February 25, 1977 


COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P) — Columbia 
Gas of Ohio is holding steadfastly to its 
claims to have enough residential gas 
for the rest of the winter, but the 
chairm an of the Public U tilites 
Commission says his figures don’t 
substantiate that claim. 
As of Wednesday, figures supplied to 
the PUCO by Columbia Gas show that 
the utility is 1.3 billion cubic feet short 
for the rest of the winter even under 
normal consumption by residential 
and small business customers. 
C. Luther Heckman, PUCO chair­ 
man, disclosed those figures before the 
House Energy and Environm ent 
Committee which is investigating the 
roles of the utilities commission and 
the 
Energy 
Resource 
and 
De­ 
velopment Agency during the current 
energy crisis. 
“ Columbia is running on figures now 
that show a priority one (home and 


small business) shortfall, but they 
have consistently said it won’t happen 
because of residential conservation,’’ 
Heckman testified. 
The supply figures also run contrary 
to the firm ’s actions last Monday. 
The company has announced that 
beginning March I it will roll back 
curtailments to large commercial and 
some industrial customers. The large 
commercial customers will see sup­ 
plies increase by 35 per cent while 
certain industrial users will see it 
jump by 15 per cent. 
William Chaddock, a spokesman for 
Columbia, said Heckman “ is ab­ 
solutely correct.” 
“ The figures that we are forecasting 
are based on normal consumption 
patterns. But we are experiencing 
excellent conservation efforts by our 
customers which we feel will over­ 
come the projected priority one 


shortfall,” he said. “ We feel we have 
sufficient gas to take 
care of 
residential 
and 
human 
needs 
customers.” 
Energy Resource and Development 
Agency Director Robert S. Ryan has 
said that Columbia is about to wrap up 
deals for emergency purchases of one 
billion cubic feet and it may be those 
deals that make Columbia confident it 
can last the winter. 
Heckman, while questioning the 
com pany’s forecasting, 
credited 
Columbia with consistency, noting that 
it has never predicted the home ser­ 
vice shortage. 
“ I question that stance, but it has 
been consistent,” he said. 
Heckman also announced that the 
commission will have a detailed plan 
and funding request ready on Friday 
for its investigation of gas utilities.

(“ for win, place, and show” ) for his 
bill as the Senate and House ended 
their activity for the week with routine 
floor sessions.

Ja i alai is played in a fashion similar 
to handball, except the players use 
elongated, straw type baskets to catch 
and send the hard rubber ball sailing 
against a marble wall at speeds up to 
150 miles per hour. Points are scored 
when opponents fail to return a serve. 
Meshel’s bill places the parimutuel 
wagering under regulation of the state 
racing commission and enacts a tax of 
five per cent on money paid into 
wagering pools. 
In 
addition, the operators of 
“trontons,” or jai alai arenas, would 
have to pay to the state a tax of 15 per 
cent on all admissions, or IO cents per 
ticket, whichever was greater. Meshel 
said local governments also would be 
able to impose a tax on admissions. 
Aside from the obvious economic 
advantages, Meshel called the game

AUGUSTA, Maine (A P) — Maine is 
going to market with $15.4 million in 
bonds, the first test of state securities 
since two Indian tribes laid claim to 60 
per cent of the state's rocky coast and 
woodlands. 
Ownership of 12.5 million acres of 
land has been in doubt because of the 
claims of the Passamaquoddy and 
Penobscot tribes. I .ast September, the 
Maine Municipal Bond Bank canceled 
a $27 million offering because the 
Indian issue clouded the ability of the 
Maine government to tax property to 
repay the bonds. 
But today’s offering of 
10-year 
general obligation bonds is backed by 
Maine’s full faith and credit and 
constitutional guarantees that bond­ 
holders will be repaid. 
Maine Treasurer Leighton Cooney 
said he is optimistic about the success 
of the $15.4 million sale because the 
state retained its AAA bond rating 
from Standard & Poor’s and its Aa 
rating from Moody’s despite the Indian 
claim.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Supreme Court, in 
a rare move 
Thursday, reversed itself and agreed 
to hear the appeal of three persons 
indicted in the “phantom employes 
scandal” during the closing days of 
Gov. John J. Gilligan’s administration. 
On Feb. 3 the court had refused to 
hear the appeals of Richard Sorgee, 
Thomas J. George and Elaine N. 
Fortney, all of Cuyahoga County. In 
reversing itself the court will look at 
the cases that arose out of indictments 
in Franklin County that charged the 
three with drawing state paychecks 
without working. 
They were hired Nov. 25, 1974 to 
work as state tax commission em­ 
ployes. Sorgee resigned less than a 
month later. George and Miss Fortney 
were taken off the payroll about two 
months later. 
R ecords show the th ree never 
worked in Geveland as assigned but 
that Sorgee worked as an election 
witness in Wayne County and George 
performed the same task in Cuyahoga 
County during the governor’s election 
recount. 
Records do not show if Miss Fortney 
ever worked. 
Court documents show that all three 
were paid and cashed the state checks. 
They were tried jointly over their 
objections in Franklin County Com­ 
mon Pleas Court and found guilty. 
They appealed and the appellate court 
here upheld the convictions of Sorgee 
and George but overturned the verdict 
against Miss Fortney on the grounds 
that trying her in conjunction with the 
others was prejudicial.

NEW YORK (AP) — Willie Mays 
takes off for sunny Florida Sunday and 
his 23rd major league spring training 
season, but he says it isn’t like the old 
days any more. 
“It used to be fun — always fun,” 
baseball’s perennial Say Hey Kid said 
dolefully. “Now it is a job. As a player, 
baseball was a fun thing. Now that I 
am out in the business world, ifs 
different. Ifs work. 
“That’s what I try to pass along to 
the new kids. Have fun while you can. 
Enjoy it. Once you retire, everything is 
a job.” 
Willie was chauffeuring his sleek 
limousine across town on an errand 
and was strapped into a seat of plush 
red upholstery. 
“Ixiok at m e,” he said, taking a hand 
off the steering wheel to pat a mild 
paunch. “I weigh 193 pounds. Got to 
take off at least six pounds. That’s one 
good thing about spring training.” 
He haimnered out 660 home runs and 
collected 2,992 hits in his 22 all-star 
years, mostly with the Giants, and 
remains a proud man. He wants people 
to remember him as the sleek figure 
whose hat went flying when he ran 


down a soaring shot to center field — a 
man who was sheer symmetry at the 
plate in his halcyon days. 
That’s the reason he is a little un­ 
comfortable as he prepares to report to 
Manager Joe Frazier and the New 
York Mets at Payson Field in St. 
Petersburg, Fla. 
“I don’t know what I am supposed to 
do,” he said. “My duties have never 
been really spelled out. I wish they 
would give me something specific. So I 
will just be around if anybody wants 
m e.” 
It’s a somewhat demeaning role for 
one of the greatest baseball players 
who ever lived. 
When Mays returned to New York in 
the spring of 1972 — at age 41 in the 
twilight of his scintillating career — 
one of the provisions made by the late 
Joan Payson, the Mets’ owner, was 
that he receive $50,000 a year for IO 
years. 
Willie played the 1972 and 1973 
seasons and on Sept. 20, 1973 an­ 
nounced his retirement, with plans to 
remain with the Mets in some other 
unspecified capacity. 
I .ast spring the Mets withheld a 


portion of his salary, contending he 
was not fulfilling his obligations. The 
matter was settled in tense con­ 
ferences with General Manager Joe 
McDonald and Mets board chairman 
M. Donald Grant. 
“I think they would have liked to get 
rid of me,” Mays said, “but there was 
the contract I made with Mrs. Payson. 
After all, ifs not that much. All I asked 
was a chance to fulfill some other 
commitments.” 
Mays is deeply involved with the 
Colgate Company, which runs the 
Women’s Games for 
some 
17,000 
youngsters plus golf and tennis 
tournaments. He has a contract with 
Ogden, which is associated with horse 
and dog tracks. 
“I am a public relations man,” 
Willie explained. “I go to events, meet 
and talk with people. It’s what I’m best 
at now. That’s what I thought I would 
be doing with the Mets. 
“I don’t like to be around the park 
during games any more. I can’t stand 
it. If I’m close, I want to grab a bat and 
play.”

Area 
Gold Market Interest Awakens 


IXJNDON (A P) — Speculators and 
investors appear to be returning to 
Europe’s gold markets, dealers say, 
for the first time since Americans 
decided more than two years ago they 
weren’t particularly interested in the 
yellow metal. 
Steady buying orders were received 
all this week, and few holders of gold 
were interested in selling, london 
dealers said. 
That drove the price of bullion up 
$4.50 an ounce to $141,125 Thursday in 
Zurich, the world’s biggest 
gold- 
trading center. The price rose more 
than $3.50 to $140,125 in london, the 
second biggest market. 
Dealers in london say much of the 
buying orders are coming from New 
York, though they will not go as far as 
to predict an awakening American 
interest in the metal. 
They ascribe much of the buying 
interest to fears that the rate of in­ 
flation will rise again in both the 
United States and Europe Gold has 
long been a parking place for spare 
money in times of monetary stress and 
rising inflation. 
The price is still far below the giddy 
level of $198 an ounce reached in 
trading on Dec. 30,1974, in anticipation 
of huge buying orders the next day 
when Americans were to be allowed to 
trade legally in bullion for the first 
time since tile early 1930s. 


The expected buying rush did not 
materialize. The Americans showed a 
polite interest but kept their purses 
closed. 
Gold plunged more than $25 an ounce 
to $173.50 an ounce on Jan. 2, 1975. By 
Dec. 30,1975, it was down to $141. It got 
down to $102,875 last Aug. 30 after two 
auctions of 780,000 ounces of the metal 
by the International Monetary Fund. 
The IMF has been holding auctions 
steadily ever since and plans to sell a 
total of 25 million ounces to aid under­ 
developed 
countries. 
The 
U.S. 
government pressed strongly for the 
selloff since it wants to eliminate the 
metal from the international monetary 
system and make it just another com­ 
modity. like com. coffee or coconuts. 
Washington thinks that would bring 
the price down to below $50 an ounce, 
to the official price levels before the 


United States stopped selling gold to 
foreign government banks in August 
1971 at a pegged price of just over $40 
an ounce. 


But the market so far has absorbed 
the IMF gold every time and at a 
steadily rising price. 


Another IM F auction is coming up 
March 2, and many dealers expect the 
average price bid then to be well over 
$140 an ounce. If it is, the price in the 
open market could well take off to top 
$150.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
What, pull the plug, darken 
the TV set an entire week? 
Heresy. But a man of the 
cloth urges such heresy, 
starting Sunday, as a national 
protest over cheapened sex 
and violence in TV programs. 
He’s the Rev. Donald E. 
Wildmon, 39, pastor of the 
F irst 
United 
Methodist 
church in Southaven, Miss., 
next door to Memphis, Tenn. 
He calls his campaign “ Pull 
the Plug on TV Week,” to end 
March 5. 
It began at home, he says, 
during 
the 
Christm as 
holidays when he was wat­ 
ching TV with his family, saw 
a scene involving sex, found it 
offensive, switched channels, 
saw a torture 
scene 
and 
switched off. 
“ I just got disgusted,” said 
the minister, father of four 
children, 
aged 
13 
and 
younger. “ I said, ‘I’ve got to 
do something, I don’t know 
what, but I’m going to do 
something.'” 
And on Dec. 31, he said, he 
urged his flock at church to 
engage 
in 
a 
week-long 
television turnoff. He also 
sent a news release about it to 
Memphis reporters. In time, 
he said, it made the wire 
services. 
He said in the last three 
weeks, mainly because of fol­ 
low-up stories about his cam­ 
paign, 
he’s 
gotten 
ex­ 
pressions of support from 
viewers of all faiths across 
the nation and more than 
1,000 letters. 
He said in addition to his 
proposed no-watch week, he’s 
asking viewers to call local 
TV stations Monday “and 
express 
concern 
about 
television’s 
violence, 
its 
distorted image of sex and to 
say we’re fed up.” 
How much support he’ll get 
is anyone’s guess. But the 
ParentTeachers Association, 
here this week for the last of 
its eight 
hearings on 
TV 
violence, says it knows little 
about it and takes no position 
on his campaign. 
The 
Southern 
Baptist 
Christian Life Commission, 
which recently ended four 
regional hearings on TV 
content, is familiar with his 
cam paign, 
but 
takes 
no 
position on it, saying ifs for 
individual viewers to decide. 
Thomas J. Swafford, senior 
vice president for public 
affairs 
at 
the 
National 
Association of Broadcasters, 
says he hasn’t heard sounds 
of industry alarm over the 
Rev. Mr. Wildmon’s call for a 
no-watch 
week, 
but 
some 
broadcasters “may be a little 
curious to see what’ll hap­ 
pen.” 
Swafford, until last year 
chief censor at CBS, said he’s 
never heard of such a call for 
a oneweek TV boycott before, 
and “I’ve never heard of 
anybody turning off the set 
for a week. 
“They’re going to miss an 
awful lot of nonviolent pro­ 
grams if they do. As a matter 
of fact, the only trouble with 
that (a 
boycott) is that 
over they’re just going to boycott 
all TV, it really doesn’t say 
anything. 
“ If they were going to boy­ 
cott programs like ‘Kojak’ or 
‘Starsky and Hutch,’ and all 
of a sudden broadcasters saw 
those ratings falling, then 
maybe they’d be telling us 
something.”

Songwriter Goes 
Looms To Lyrics 


NASH VILLE, Tenn. (AP) 
(ieof 
Morgan is probably Nashville’s only 
singer-songwriter who went from 
looms to lyrics. 
He nave up the tranquil task of 
designing and building looms in a quiet 
Connecticut setting for a frenzied 
country music career that challenges 
one’s patience with cascades of 
disappointment. 
The loom business has survived 
without him. The music industry has 
not made him a superstar. But he is 
perhaps N ashville’s most artistic 
picker. 
He sings, writes music, 
paints, 
sculpts, shoes horses and has a degree 
in architecture. 
Indeed, he’s one of the few nor­ 
theasterner making music in the 
heart of hillbilly heaven. He’s a 
genuine Connecticut Yankee in Nash­ 
ville’s court of music. 
Morgan, 27, has written three 
moderate hits, “Ixrve Is 'Thin Ice,” 
recorded by Barbara M andril, “The 
Busiest Memory in Town,” recorded 
by Dickie Lee, and “I ’d Bather Be 
Picked Up Here (Than Put Down at 
Home),” recorded by Jeris Ross. He 


recently signed a recording contract. 
Since leaving his family’s loom 
business in Guilford, 
Conn., he’s 
weaved a panoramic path, hitchhiking 
across the country three times. 


“I stayed in the loom business a year 
or so,” said the soft-spoken, red-haired 
Morgan. “Our business was making 
them and selling them. We did a lot of 
mail order business. I gave it up for 
thousands of reasons.” 
Ironically, he saw some of the 
company’s looms at 
Vanderbilt 
University in Nashville after moving 
here. 
“It was like seeing your record on 
the jukebox,” he said. 
He estimates he’s hitchhiked 20,000 
miles — .searching. 


“I was young and restless,” he said. 
“It was a good experience — helping 
me to write and understand distressed 
people. I learned by hitchhiking what 
it’s like to be at the bottom in this 
country.

I remember someone throwing water 
at me. That would never happen to a 
guy in a suit on a street comer.” 
State School Bill 
Backs Income Tax 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
A bill 
sponsored by Hep. Robert E. Netzley, 
R-81 I-aura, proposes that a one-half of 
one per cent local option income tax 
for education be permitted without a 
vote of those to he ti. :ed. 
But Netzley told the House Ways and 
Means Committee Wednesday that “I 
don’t approve of the one-half per cent 
factor.” He did not explain why it was 
in the hill which would require voter 
approval of any larger tax. 
Netzley 
and 
two 
Republican 
colleagues also told the committee 
they favor exempting corporations and 
nonresidents from any such tax 
Joining him with their own versions 
of the tax concept were Reps. James 
E. Betts, R-3 Rocky River, and Waldo 
B. Rose, R-64 Luna. 
Netzley and Rose presented copies of 
their bills, which deal at length with 
collection 
and 
administrative 
machinery. Betts said his bill had riot 
yet been referred to the committee 
Stanley J. Bowers, counsel for the 
Ohio Manufacturers Association, 
joined them in asking for corporate 
exemptions. 
“State taxes on Ohio manufacturers 
are among the highest in the nation,” 
Bowers said. “Taxes on individuals 
are among the lowest Ohio taxes lack 
equality.” 
He later noted that business with low 
investment 
in 
equipment and 
in­ 
ventory enjoy tax advantages in Ohio. 
“But where you have to invest in 
equipment, inventory, Ohio (taxes) is 
among the highest,” he added 
Bowers said it was difficult to say 
whether an income or payroll tax 
would tx* best. 
“I would favor an income tax 
graduated on the basis of those most 
able to pay,” he .said. 
Netzley proposed to piggyback any 
such tax on existing tax systems 
rather than having counties or school 
districts set up separate systems. His 
bill would permit local boards of 
education to set up county education 
income tax districts to levy a tax on

He said she collects about $600 a 
month from her stocks. 
Mrs. Colley, 47, was picked up

psychiatric hospital. She was taken 
there after police found her rum­ 
maging through a garbage can at a 
.shopping center, and then found stock 
certificates and bankbooks in her $150- 
a-month, tworoom apartment that 
indicated she was worth at least $1 
million. 
After being taken to the hospital, she 
was found to bt* undernourished, 
disoriented and suffering from a 
fungus that had destroyed much of the 
skin around her fingernails. Officials 
said she was regaining her mental 
faculties as the week passed. 
‘‘She doesn’t work,” Nelson said. 

She’s an artist 
and sometimes she sells some paint­ 
ings. She’s perfectly capable of taking 
care of herself.” 
Nelson said he has not seen his sister 
since their father’s funeral in May
